Dearborn Park “Bookies” Quit 
| Business; Get Application 
for Injunction and 
Scare Police. 


COURT ISSUES NO WRIT. 


City of Traverse Poolroom May 
Be Resumed; Promoters Say 
Racing Returns Are 
Not Obtainable. 


The Dearborn park poolroom is. closed. 
Peace and quiet now reign in the Indiana 
wilderness where the gambling stockade is 
located, and there will be no occasion for At- 
torney General James Bingham carrying out 
his threat to have the militia enforce the law. 

There is consequent sadness in the camp of 
the gamblers. However, this class may not 
have long to suffer, as the promoters of the 
park scheme are figuring upon launching a 
similar enterprise at West Baden or French 
Liek if they are not able to cut the City of 
Traverse loose from its moorings within a 
short time. 

The authorities of the state thought for a 
time that they were blocked by the gamblers 
in a legal way. Barly in the day an applica- 
tion was made to Judge Tuthill of Laka 
county for an injunction. This wae not 
granted, but a copy of the application was 
flashed in the faces of the officers and they 
were dazed. Later it was learned that the 
“writ was not real. 

Decide to Close Up. 

Bud White, the principal backer of the 
gambling enterprise. last night said: 

“After reaching the city we held a confer- 
ence and decided toclose. Today we received 
returns only from Oakland and Algiers, and 
those places don’t amount to anything. We 
cannot get a word from Aqueduct, because 
the Interstate News bureau is unable to 
gather the do 

They got it before by using spyglasses. 
but they have been stopped from that now. 
No poolroom can exist on any one set of 
races. I assure you that the state authorities 
or the probable outcome of the criminal! suits 
have nothing to do with our decision to quit.” 

White's decision reduced the worries of the 
Indiana officials somewhat. 

Move for Injunction. 

The move for an injunction wad White's 
first coup on the state authorities. Theattor- 
ney general came back by threatening to call 
out the militia. But the day’s trangactionsat 
the park, because of the fear and turmoil, did 
not prove profitable, and when White and

The attendance was the poorest in the his- 
tory of the place, there being less than 800 
there. And these were mostly of the “ shoe- 
string gambling,’ variety. It was a treat 
to see a $5 bill laid on a race, and the fellow 
who happened to make a winning of the reg- 
ulation’ one spot played tucked it away in 
his pocket. The promoters explained that 
the high class gamblers wee afraid of news- 
paper cameras and raids. 

No Trains to Run Today. 

No trains wilf be run to the park today. 
The Smith-Perry-White combination notified 
the Wabash that they would no longer put 
up the $300 guarantee for the three trains. 
That amount had to be paid over in advance, 
and the sum was collected regardless of the 
number of passengers carried. If the re- 
ceipts were more than that amount the sur- 
plus was divided on a basis of 65 per cent to 
the railroad and 35 per cent to the guaran- 


tors. Tickets were not sold at the railroad 


windows. An employé of the combination 
had a box at a train shed gate and sold the 
tickets at 80 cents each. When the train 
started he boarded it to supply those getting 
on at way stations, 

The third train up had but forty-five pas- 
sengers aboard as it pulled out of the Polk 
street depot. Later 9 others got on at Engle- 
wood and Pullman junction, swelling the 
total to fifty-four. The two previous trains 
made correspondingly poor showings. 

Hurry for Restraining Order. 

After Attorney General Bingham placed 
Frank Shine and Charles See, metropolitan 
police, in charge of the stockade Monday 
night, White and his counsel, W. J. McAleer, 
hastened to Michigan City, and at 7 o’clock 
in the morning filed an application before 
Superior Court Judge Tuthill for the restrain- 
ing order to prevent the state authorities 
from interfering with the park. 

Then some one “ flashed” the application 
on the authorities of the park,“ who were 
inclined to throw up their hands, thinking it 
a writ. 

Attorney General Bingham was vexed at 
what he mistakenly thought was Judge Tut- 
hill’s “interference” with the governor's act, 
and lost no time in getting to Indianapolis. 
Gov. Hanly’s iliness did not prevent him get- 
ting out of bed and Into conference with Mr. 
Bingham, and a plan was dicussed to have the 
militia take charge. 

Bingham Would Oppose Papers. 

The attorney general for a while talked 
of his chances of contesting the validity of 
the service of the injunction papers upon 
himself. He stated that he did not hear 
Deputy Trost reading the contents to the 
police, and for that reason service against 
him could not hold. and he would again jake 
possession. On consultation with the gov- 
ernor, however, he gave this up. Col. Gom-

City of Mexico, April 16.— Reports tonight 


from points along the west coast show that 


the devastation wrought by the earthquake 
shocks, which continued until 4 o'clock this 
morning, has been much greater than at 
first supposed. 

Besides the destruction of the cities of 
Chilpancingo and Chilapa, it is now reported 
that the city of Tixtla, between the two cities 
above named and containing about the same 
population as Chilpancingo, 8,000, was also 
leveled to the ground, with a loss of twelve 
lives, and messengers from the coast who 
have reached Chilpancingo sey that the towns 
of Ayutla and Ometepec have been wiped off 
the map. 


Historic Tawn Wiped Out. 

Ayutla is about fifty miles south of Chil- 
pancingo in the state of Guerrero and some 
twenty miles west of the port of Acapulco. 
It is-one of the most historic towns in the 
republic, for it was here that the “ plan of 
Ayutla was conceived which caused thé 
revolution which finaly made Mexico'a real 
republic. Ometepec is a town of about 4,000 
inhabitants and it is feared that the loss of 
life here may be heavy. 

Tiape, a town eighty miles west of Chil- 
pancingo and near the border line of the 
state of Oaxaca, is also reported to have 
been wiped out. 

dt is reported that Acapulco is partly sub- 
merged from the great waves which dashed 
over the breakwaters. A number of ships 
were in the harbor when the first shock came, 
but these put out to sea, and it igeaid none of 
them suffered to any extent. 


88 Dead at Chil 
Up to 4 o'clock this morning the shocks 


continued with more or less severity in the 


vicinity of Chilpancingo, completing the 
work of destruction and destroying many of 
the most important public buildings of the 
city. The new municipal palace, which was 
erected in place of its predecessor, which was 
leveled by un earthquake four years ago, 
was almost destroyed by these last shocka 

The hospitals, schools, and the jail are in 
ruins. The prisoners from the jail were 
placed under guard by the rurales and are 
now incarcerated in a barracks «© building 
which is yet stanging. The sick were re- 
moved from the hospital in safety and are 
now being cared for in a temporary structure 
erected out in the country,

Her Killed, Other End Life.

Deadly Fight for a Bride Is Grimmest 
Tragedy New York Has Seen. 


New York, April 16.—[Special. ]—In a furi- 
ous pistol duel today for the hand of an 
artists’ model who had promised to wed the 
victor, one man was killed instantly. The 
victor, whose bullet had plowed through the 
heart of his best friend and lifelong chum, 
turned his weapon against his own breast 
and inflicted a fatal wound. The young 
woman was one of many friends who saw 
the fatal combat. 

This extraordinary affair, which has no 
parallel in the police annals of New York, 
occurred early this morning at Ozone Park, 
a suburb of Brooklyn. The participants in 
the duel were Vincenzo Sica, 28 years old, 
and Antonio Tiandino, 25 years old, who 
roomed togethér at 2777 Ocean avenue, East 
New York. 

Both men were artists of consifierabile 
reputation in Italian circles in New York. 
The young woman for whose © ffections the 
two chums fought is Marie Allegreto, a dark 
haired girl of 20, whose beauty had made her 


famous in the studios. 
Death in Girl's Tes.“ 


For months both artists had been paying 
devoted attentions to the model, and although 


each knew Marie's acceptance of the other 


would be sealing his fate, their relations were 
as friendly as ever. Both had pleaded with 
the beautiful model to decide soot, telling 
her frequently her delay was only making it 
harder for either to give her up. The light 
hearted girl only laughed and said ache loved 
them both so much it was hard to choose. 
To friends of the two young artists it has 
seemed of late as though Marie’s preference 
was for Sica. Early this morning Sica and 
Marie were returning from a Brooklyn the- 
ater when Tiandino met them and chided the 
model for accepting Sica's attentions on a 
night when she had promised to be with him. 
Tiandino spoke so: hotly that Marie hid be- 
hind her escort and asked him to protect her. 
Sica then espoused her cause, telling Tian- 
dino the girl practically had assured him she 
would be his wife. Handino then produced 
two revolvers and proposed they fight a duel 
for the girl. The offer was accepted by Sica. 


Girl Goes to Watch Combat. 


With Marie walking between them the two 
artists started for a patch of woods where 
there would be no danger of interruption. 
They stopped on the way to awaken several 
of their best friends and took them along as 
geconds. With the light of a street lamp as 
the only {llumination the two artists stepped 
twenty paces apart and began firing. After 
three shots had been fired by each Tiandino 
dropped dead with a bullet in his brain. 

Bica dropped to hig knees and kissed his 
comrade's head. Then he jumped up, and, 
thrusting aside his sweetheart’s hand, fied 
from the spot. An hour after the shooting, 
when every one supposed Sica was miles 
away, a youth whose face was disguised by a 
false mustache and whose features were 
enveloped in a muffler, stole up and joined 
the throng of curiosity seekers where lay 
the body of Tiandino. Then he drew a re- 
volver, and, pointing it at his breast, fred 
It was Sica. Tonight he died in a hospital.

quickly complied. The robber then searched 
the clerk and took from him a revolver which 
he had in one of his pockets. He then com- 
manded Zimmerman to open the safe. The 
clerk ‘was badly frightened and o the 
order ‘without hesitation. 

The bandit seemed to know what he was 
after, for he told Zimmerman to hand out 
the package of curreney which Was to go 
to Duluth on the midnight train. Zimmer- 
man handed out the bulky envelope, which 
the robber thrust into his coat pocket. 


Leaves Clerk Facing Wall. 

He then backed out of the office, first com- 
manding Zimmerman to turn hig face to the 
wall and to remain in that position for ten 
minutes under pain of death, 

A couple of minutes after the robber dis- 
appeared down the tracks the second clerk 
returned, and discovering the robbery gave 
the alarm. 

Zimmerman eays he believes he can iden- 
tify the robber who secured the money, but 
as yet neither of the bandits has been ar- 


rested. 


Police Looking for One Suspect. 

John Gund n, recenti discharged for 
drunkenness by the Northern Express com- 
pany, ls suspected of the holdup, According 
to the express officials Gundergon was seen 
about the Fifth street office of the company 
this afternoon when the $25,000 package was 
received for shipment. He walked down the 
street with the “money clerk” who han-

A few minutes later, after the money clerk 
left him; Gunderson appeared in the Union 
depot office, where there were half a dozen 
men employed.

"George Beckway, the plumber’ who gave 


* : Hedrick the marked money, lives at 353 Gid- 


dings street; in Ravenswood. He is 33 years 
old and hes been a resident of Chicago since 
1894, coming here from Canada. He is @ su- 
perior so of a mechanic. He has a shop of 
his own in the basement of his home, and has 
patented a number of plumbing devices 
which are said by expert plumbers to be first 
class. 

Among other things Beckway has invented 
and patented an iron drum trap for prevent- 
ing sewer gas from escaping in bathrooms 
through the waste pipes. It differs from 
the one now in use in the fact that it is in- 


' gerted in the wall or partition in a vertical 


position instead of flat in the floor. Beck- 
way claims-that it is easter to clean than the 
device now in use. 

Beckway's purpose was to install the drum 
trap in every bathroom in the city.

Formal Complaint Sworn Out. 


The complaint made out set forth that: 
Perry L. Hedrick was on the 16th day of 
April, 1907, a certain officer an incorpo- 
rated city—to wit: chief sanitary inspector. 
of the city of Chicago; that he, the said 
Perry L. Hedrick, was then before duly ap- 
pointed by the ciyil service commissioners 
of the city of Chicago aforesaid as such chief 
sanitary inspector, and that he, the said 
Perry L. Hedrick, was then and there act- 
ing as such chief sanitary inspector of the 
city of Chicago aforesaid; that it was then 
required by law of him, the said Perry L. 
Hedrick, on the said 16th day of April, A. D. 
1907, at the city of Chicago aforesaid, to ex- 
ercise a certain power in him thes and there 
vested and to perform a certain duty then 
and there required of him by law—towit: to 
approve or reject a certain device to be used 
in buildings and known as ‘iron drum trap 
for bath —and that he, the said Perry L.

After the various legal authorities had 
passed upon the formof the complaint and 
found it satisfactory, Mr. Day hastened in a 
cab to the Harrison street police station, 
where Prosecuting Attorney’ Clifford Grif- 
fith Roe of the Municipal court prepared 
the -proper form of warrant, which was is- 
sued by Municipal Judge Fake.

It was a situation filled with tragedy to 
one and keen interest to all when Mr. Hedrick 
was brought face to face with his accuser.

After he had finished the two detectives told 
of the arrest and the finding and identifica- 
tion of the money. Their stories also fol- 
lowed accurately the lines already here re- 
lated. 

Following this, the officers took the accused 
man to his residence in Woodlawn, where 
they kept him under guard while he arranged 
for bonds. 


Hedrick Suspended from Office. 

At 10 o'clock at night Hedrick was sus- 
pended from his office as chief sanitary in- 
spector by Dr. W. A. Evane, the newly ap- 
pointed commissioner of health, who sent 
the following communication to his residence 
in Woodlawn: 

“Mr. Perry L. Hedrick, sanitary inspector, 
department of health, Chicago—Dear sir: 
Pending further investigation of charges 
which have been brought to my attention to- 
night, you are hereby suspended from your 
position of chief sanitary inspector, depart- 
ment of health. 

* Regretting the necéssity of this act and 
sincerely hoping that circumstances may 
warram its revocation, I remain, 

W. A. EVANS, commissioner of health.“ 


Appointed After Controversy. 

Hedrick lives at Woodlawn with his wife 
and four children. He said yesterday that 
the house belongs to his wife. He is 32 years 
old. For three years he has been chief in- 
spector of the sanitary bureau, succeeding 
Charles L. Clarke. Hedrick wes appointed 
by the civil service commission after a long 
controversy in which Charles B. Ballof New 
York City claimed to be entitled to the po- 
sition. Ball's claim was repudiated by the 
commission on the representation of Hed- 
rick’s attorney that Ball was a nonresident. 
Mr. Ball had been brought to Chicago by 
Mrs. ‘Emmons Blaine and others who were 
opposed to the old methode in the-bureau of 
sanitary inspection. Hedrick stood next to 
Ball at the head of the list. e 
Hedrick speedily won the confidence of the 
social settlements and other reform organi- 
zations. He has been active in his crusades 
against tshops, has made trouble over 
insanitary buildings at the bridewell, andre- 
cently took an active part in the exhibition 
designed to show the evils of congested quar- 
ters of the city where manufacturing fs car- 
ried on in the homes.

Former Chief of Police, John M. Collins 
donned the coat of a plain citizen yesterday 
and retired from public view. Under no 
circumstances will Collins be permitted to go 
on the force again, ad captain. If he gpes 
to court, as he intimated that he would do, 
he will be.fought to the bitter end, and the 
administration is confident that no court will 
sustain him in his efforts to be reinstated. 

The investigation of the civil service com- 
mission, which has opened up the entire 
scandal of ho 1 
the pockets of the patrolmen for money to 
help along Mayor Dunne's campaign, and 
“how he-ordered the message books of the 
various stations mutilated to hide his own 
guilt in débauching the force. to political 
ends, was reinforced during the day by tes- 
timony from Inspectpr John Wheeler. 

This testimony, with the other stories of 
like significance, will be told to the grand jury 
which convenes next. week. State's Attorney 
Healy said he was into the matter, 
but refused to say just how far he had gone. 


Collins Is “Turned Down.” 

Collins applied to ef Shippy in the morn- 
ing tor a job as captain, but was told that 
there. was no work for him. Chief Shippy 
made it plain he did not want Collins on the 
force in any capacity. His reasons, he said, 
were based purely on the thin that Collins 
had done while he was in commandof the de- 
partment. Collins appeared. humbly before 
the door of the new chief in de morning, 
soon after Shippy arrived, “Theinterview oc- 
curred in the chief's private : 2 
“I’ve come to report for duty as captain.“ 
said Collins.

Doesn’t Want Him on Force. 

Capt. Shippy later gave his reasons why 
he does not want Collins on the force again.

Civil Service Hearing Adjourned.

‘The hearing was adjourned 
at noon until the commissioners should have 
time to digest the testimony and decide on 
future action. Commissioner Powell said 
that a few more special witnesses would be 
called in. ; 

Inspector Wheeler appeared before the civil 
service commission shortly after 11 o'clock. 
He was asked to tell what, he knew of the 
assessments made by the Dunne campaign 
committee on the police under his command. 

Before the primaries I was summoned to 
the chief's office,” he said. “ Lwas told by 
Chief Collins that money was needed for 
the campaign and asked what I could do. I 
spoke to some of my captains and lieutenants. 
I collected some money and gave it to Chief 
Collins.“

Went Back and Got More. 

“ What was done with the money?’

I didn’t like it and I told 
the men not to give any more. I don’t know 
who collected the money from fhe second as- 
sessment. It was put on my desk. I think in 
all I turned over $2,500. I gave $200 myself 
toward the fund.“ 

Inspector Wheeler also testified that one 
of his operators had told him of Collins’ 
order to tear messages out of the special 
message book. He was then excused and 
acting Inspector Joseph Kandzia was put on 
the stand. Kandzia explained that he was 
only a captain at the time the contributions 
were taken up and knew nothing of the mat- 
ter. After this an adjournment wae taken 
subject to the call of the president.“

Misuse of Guarantee in | Adver- 


tising Must Stop or There 
Will Be Trouble. 
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Washington, D. C., April 16.—[Special. }— 
Secretary of Agriculture James Wilson today 
announced that some prominent manufac- 

turers of foods and drugs would get into 
serious trcuble with the government if they 
did not stop telling the people that the gov- 
ernment guaranteed the purity of their 
products. : 

The serial number and the statement that 

a food or drug is ‘ guaranteed under the food 
and drugs act, June 30, 1906,’ does not mean 
that the United States government guaran- 
tees the purity of the article or guarantees 
that it is what the label says it is,” said 
Sccretary Wilson. ; 
“Qn the contrary,.“ he continued. the 
statement means that the manufacturer of 
the article guarantees it to be pure, free from 
adulteration, and that he warrants every fact 

_ stated on the label to be true. It is the guar- 
antee of the manufacturer, nat the guarantee 
of the government. The department allows 
manufacturers to file a general guaranty, 
covering all their food or drug products. It 
then assigns a number and permits the man- 
ufacturer to print the number and a state- 
ment that the article is guaranteed on the 
‘label of each package. 9 


Government Not Responsible. 


„The government assumes no responsibil- 

ity for the guarantee. On the contrary, 48 

a glance at the law will show, the serial num- 
ber-is assigned to fix responsibility where it 
belongse—upon the .manufacturerr-and to 

: protect innocent dealers, who have a right 
under the law to rely upon this guarantee. 
The law is in effect that no dealer shall be 
prosecuted for shipping adulterated or mis- 
branded foods or drugs in interstate com- 
merce’ or for selling the same in the territo- 
ries or in the District of Columbia when he 
can establish a guarantee to the effect that 
the food or drug is not adulterated or mis- 
branded. This guarantee must be signed by 
the person from whom the dealer purchases 
the article. The intention of the law is to 
put the burden upon the man who knows

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UPPER COURT AFFIRMS SENTENCE 
—ARRESTED IN NEW YORE. 


Promoter of Alleged Fraudulent 011 
Land Lottery Must Serve Four and 
a Half. Years—New. Trial Granted 
Dalton—Fornier, Who Wanted to 
Build Private Prison, Is Held by 
Federal Authorities on Advice 
from Chicago. 


Louis Gourdain, once conspicuous in busi- 
ness circles, was arrested in New York yes- 
terday following a decision of the United 
States Court of Appeals confirming his con- 
viction on the charge of using the mails to 
defraud through an alleged fake 
Louisiana oil land lottery. 

He was arrested by United States author- 
ities on information from Chicago. He said 
he would make no resistance if he found that 
the papers in his case were correct. 


Tried Jointly with Dalton. 


Gourdain was tried jointly with John Dal- 
ton, his associate, who was also convicted. 
In the case of the latter, however, the court 
found that errors had been made which en- 
titled him ‘to a new trial. Both men have 
been out on bonds pending the decision. 

Gourdain became conspicuotis at the time 
of his trial by announcing to Judge Landis 
that if the court believed him guilty he would 
go to Joliet and there build a private prison, 
where he would serve a sentence in solitary 
confinement. He also objected to his release 
on bond, preferring to serve his sentence 
while the appeal Was pending. He will be 
compelled to serve a term of four and one- 
half years in the penitentiary. 


Find Errors for Dalton. 


The errors assigned for reversal of this 
judgment against the plaintiff in error, Dal- 
ton, are numerous,“ says the court in ite 
decision concerning Dalton’s conviction. 

The various errors assigned and pressed 
are reduced to these propositions: That vio- 
lation of the statute is neither charged by 
apt averments in the indictment, nor estab- 
Hshed by the evidence; that the court erred in 
the dental of instructions requested on behalf 
of the plaintiff in error; and that error was 
committed after verdict upon motions for 
new trial and in arrest of judgment.“ 

As to Gourdain the court said no reversible 
errors could be found and the judgment of 
the District court must be affirmed. ‘

The 
report showed that the society has a total of 
$24,477 bonds—$10,150 in Baltimore and Ohio 
and $10,326 in Union Pacific. 

In her report Mrs. Davis states that she 
was not consulted about the purchase of 
these nds, and that she paid out checks 
for the investments on the recommendation 
of the finance committee. 

In reference to the depreciation in the price 
of the bonde the report points out that if the 
bonds were sold now there would be lost $502 
as a result of the depreciation of the market 
value of the bonds, or a net loss to April 11 
of $271. Mrs. Davis further recommends 
that when there are sufficient funde to be in- 
vested only United States bonds be pur- 
chaeed.
